THE OBJECTIVES OF THE VISIT ARE STRIKINGLY SIMILAR ON BOTH 
SIDES: 
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-COORDINATING OUR NATURAL ALLIANCE ON HEMISPHERE POLITICAL 
ISSUES; 

-CONSULTING ON THE GLOBAL ECONOMIC ISSUES AT THE HEART OF 
THE NORTH-SOUTH DIALOGUE; AND 

-STRENGTHENING BILATERAL COOPERATION. 

OUR OBJECTIVES: 

WE WANT PEREZ TO AGREE TO COLLABORATE ON REGIONAL POLITICAL 
ISSUES. 

-THE MOST IMPORTANT IS HUMAN RIGHTS. PEREZ HAS PROPOSED A 
SEPARATE COMMUNIQUE ON HUMAN RIGHTS. WE WILL EXPLORE JOINT 
OAS INITIATIVES AND WAYS WE CAN WORK TOGETHER ON KEY 
PROBLEM COUNTRIES, PARTICULARLY ARGENTINA, WHICH PEREZ 
CONSIDERS THE KEY TO THE SOUTHERN CONE. 

WE ALSO WANT PEREZ TO PLAY A CONSTRUCTIVE, PERHAPS

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-THE CARIBBEAN, IN THE FORM OF VENEZUELAN PARTICIPATION IN 
A SPECIFIC PLAN OF ACTION TO JOIN US AND OTHERS TO HELP THE 
ENGLISH SPEAKING CARIBBEAN; 

-ANDEAN TENSIONS, BY CONSIDERING WAYS TO MINIMIZE ARMS 
BUILD UP AND TENSION AROUND PERU; AND 

-NON-PROLIFERATION. PEREZ HAS STRONGLY SUPPORTED OUR 
POLICIES AND ANGERED THE BRAZILIANS IN SO DOING. WE

WE SHOULD ENGAGE THEM BILATERALLY. PEREZ GUERRERO 
IS NOT LIKELY TO MODERATE MUCH BUT WE SHOULD BUILD ON 
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THE ESSENTIALLY MODERATE POSTURE OF THE PRESIDENT FOR 
THE UNGA AND UNCTAD. 

-ILLICIT PAYMENTS. WE WANT PEREZ TO REVERSE HIS 
OPPOSITION TO AN INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENT ON ILLICIT 
PAYMENTS AND SUPPORT OUR PROPOSALS. 

-OIL PRICES. PEREZ KNOWS THAT HIGHER OIL PRICES 
HURT THE THIRD WORLD HARDEST. WE MUST REINFORCE 
HIS APPRECIATION. 

FINALLY, WE WANT IMPROVED BILATERAL COOPERATION WITH 
THE HEMISPHERE'S LEADING DEMOCRAT. 

-A CONSULTATIVE MECHANISM (LIKE BRAZIL OR MEXICO) 
PROBABLY IS NOT APPROPRIATE FOR VENEZUELA. THE 
FOREIGN MINISTER IS INEFFECTUAL. PEREZ IS THE MAIN

-TO BE TAKEN SERIOUSLY. PEREZ IS FED UP WITH THE 
AMERICAN PRESS, PUBLIC AND U.S. ATTITUDES TOWARD 
VENEZUELA IN PARTICULAR AND LATIN AMERICA IN 
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GENERAL. HE FEELS HIS NATION AND HIS DEMOCRACY ARE 
NOT SUFFICIENTLY RECOGNIZED AS MAIOR ASSETS TO 
THE U.S. THE VENEZUELAN EXCLUSION FROM GSP IS 
SYMPTOMATIC OF OUR ATTITUDE. 

-NOT TO BE QUOTED. PEREZ DOES NOT TRUST THE U.S. 
GOVERNMENT TO KEEP HIS CONFIDENCES. HE WOULD BE 
WILLING TO BE MUCH MORE HELPFUL IF HE THOUGHT WE 
WOULD NOT TELL HIS THIRD WORLD AND HEMISPHERIC 
CRITICS ALL ABOUT IT.
